3- (OriginaJ) The wall mounted aquarium of claim 2, wherein said pair of vertical 
"U" shaped channel members and said horizontal "U" shaped channel member opening 
inwardly and at least one of said second set of three channel members open outwardly. 

4- (Original) The wall-mounted aquarium of claim 3, further comprising a decorative 
frame member, said decorative frame member being fixed to said structural metal frame 
member. 

5- (Original) The wall mounted aquarium of claim 4, wherein said decorative frame 
member has a plurality of elongated grooves, each of said elongated grooves being 
dimensioned and positioned to receive one flange element. 

6- (Original) The wall mounted aquarium of claim 1, wherein components of said 
structural material frame are metal welded together to form a unitary structure. 

7- (Original) The wall mounted aquarium of claim 1 , further comprising a pair of 
horizontally positioned **U" shaped decorative panel receiving members, said decorative 
panel receiving members being fixed to said structural frame rear side. 
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
